AUTHENTICATED COPIES 
By Wiiliam Clarence Hudson 


It is sometimes advisable for the genealcgist to authenticate copies he has made of 
records, particularly family records or records not easily accessible to the pub- 
lice. Such authentication makes the copy mora acceptable to other investigators and 
adds to their value as evidence. Work not properly identified and verified may, 

and often does become lost and useless when it passes out of the hands of the orig- 
inal researcher. Thus much careful painstaking work on the part of a faithful and 
thorough genealogist may have been done in vain. Furthermore, such losses are of- 
ten irreperable, 


The value of any copy depends fundamentally on two things: the care with which it 
is made and the reputation and standing of the genealorist who rakes it. It is ob- 
vious that hurried notes made even by a trained genealogist do not carry the same 
weisht as a carefully made and complete cony. A future genealosist, or one in an- 
other section of the country is also more likely to rely upon the cony if he mows 
the condition of the record and wheter it contains all or onlv e portion of the 
original. For instance if a Bible published in 1815 contains record®% of births 
dating back to 1720 it is clear that the records were made long after the events 
they record, and are therefore less dependable than entries made of events at the 
time they occur. 


A simple method of authentication is to make an affidavit as to the corre tness of 


the copy and the ccnditions under which it was made. The following is suggested as 
an easy form that might be used for proper verification. The family is en imaginary

MAJORIA it. NORRIS was born to parent ilas tnsign Norris and Florence H. Chill- 
son, March 8, 1898 on the Norris forn, ! the northeast corner of Five Mile 
end Beech Road, Redford Twp., “Jayne Cor, fic Hor grandpsronts were pioncer set- 
tlers in the county, Goorgce Norris comi Lig to Redford Township in 1628 and Bonjomin 
Chillson to Livonia Township in 1832, The Norris family moved to Dotroit in 1906 
where they hed rosidencs on Seventeonth Street. This move wns of real consequence 
for Marjoria, since on Soptembor 8, 1920, she marricd the bov noxt door, Clorence Le 
Beavis. Sho dicd October 12, 1943 lonving her husband end two sons; Loonerd, a stu- 
dent at Michigen University and Robert a junior at Mackenzie lich. 

"We nood not prriso her, for her works praise hor,” said hor pastor at the Inst 
servicos. This partouser sy truo in the historical and gonenlogical ficld, In 
1937 she compiled the genonlogy of Alexeandor Bryan, her groat-groecat-erandfather 
who conducted a nan in Saratoga Springs, I". Y. In 1939 she published tho in- 
scriptions of the pioneer Redford cemeteries. In 1943 she collected end wrote o 
comprohonsive history of the 100 year old Grace ?ethodist Chure! She publishad 
data on many of her own end her husbend's family lines - Cross, Chillson, Norris, 
Tackaberry, Avory, Smith and Shcploy. Many of her compilations were published in 
the DSGR Megazine end othes wero depesited in the Burton Historical Collection. 
She indoxud meny historics and at lorst four of the annucl volumos of the DSGR 
Magazine. In tho lest month of her sterdily declining strongth sho finished the 
index of a long church rocord given her by a Now York friond, 

Gonorlogicel end historical work were her groat lifo interosts. A chartor mem- 
ber of the Detroit Socicty for Gencelogical Research, sho became corresponding sec- 
rotary in 1937 ond in 1939 joined tho Publicetion Committee of the magezino. She 
sorved continuovsly on this committoe until Scptembor 1944 vhen sho become Asst- 


Editor in charge of producing the megazino. In _— post she continued until the 
fall of 1948, It was in recognition of this untiring dovotion that the Detroit 
Socioty voted i'rs. Bocvis cn honorary life nesberehin. 

Other orgnnizetions tov hich Mrs. Boevis lont hor intercst and support wercs 
ohn Sackott Choptor D. A. R., Eastorn Star, Dotroit Historical Socicty and the 
iow England Historic ond Gonealogical Socicty. Sho elso collected rare books and 
had m woll-chosen ond velusble historicel librery.

Mr. Knebonshuc wes a rail- 
rord tolegraphcr end boerme heed of the Tclogreph Dop't. of tho Hocking Valloy R.R., 
where ho remeined until wen From thet timo until 1923 ho wes in the euditing do- 
pertmont : > U. S. Stoel Corp. His wifo, Kethorine (Swoyer) dicd in Dotroit 
Sopt.
